On the 3rd June 1975, while patrolling, a party of (he 
Bihar Pohee was involved in a ch.incc encountci with extre- 
mists near Patna. Two Platoons ol CRPF were sent as rc- 
infoicctncnl to the Police parly. While two sections of the 
35th Battalion under the command of Shri ^’’ohanan were 
deployed on the South-Eustein side and South-Western side 
of the village, two sections of the 44th Battalion were dep- 
loyed on the Noilh-Eastern and North-Western side of the 
village. Sensing the presence of the CRPF personnel, the 
extremists started the exchange of lire and continued for 
thiee hours. As it was growing dark and the extremists were 
not surrendering, it was decided to launch an a-ssault. Shri 
Yohanan reached the Western edge of the hide-out in dis- 
regard of the fire by the extremists and killed four of them. In 
doing so Shri Yolianan was himself grievously injured and 
succiunhcd to his injiiiies in Ih^ hospital. 

Shri Sawant Singh who had taken up position on the 
Noilh-Eastern side of the village made the assault from the 
Western side of the hide-out in disrcgaid of the heavy fiic 
hy the extremists. In the exchange of fire he killed four 
exticmists, Later on, he launched an attack on another house 
where some extremists were suspected to be hiding. As a 
result of the fire, the thatched roof of the house caught fire 
and five extremists came out of the house firing indiserimi- 
nately, Shri Sawant Singh directed his men to fire on the 
fleeing extremists. As a result theteof, four move extremists 
were killed. Shri Sawant Singh made supreme sacrifice of his 
life in another encounter with the extremists on July 2, 
1975. 


fn these encounters Shri O. Yohanan and Shri Sawant 
Singh Kushawah exhibited conspicuous gallantry and devotion 
to duty of a high order.

On the 3rd June 1975, while patrolling in plain clothes 
near Patna, a party of the Bihar Police got involved in a 
chance encounter with certain extremists. Two platoons each 
of 35th Battalion and 44th Battalion of Central Reserve Police 
Force were sent as rc-inforcement. While the prersonnel of 
35th Battalion took position on the South-Eastern and South- 
Western side of the village, personnel of 44th Battalion took 
position on the North-Eastern and North-Western side of the 
villap. The extremists had taken position in mud houses 
which were inter-connected by small lanes. They were firing 
through the liole.s made in the mud walls of the houses. The 
heavy exchange of fire continued for about three hours but 
the extremists showed no signs of surrender. As assault was 
then launched on the extremists. In the assault Shri Shitla 
Prasad and Shri Namsudra were able to kill four extremists, 
though they were tliemsclves wounded badly. 

Sbri Harbans Singh was a member of the party which 
launched an attack on the extremists fro.m the Eastern side. 
In utter disregard of the fire by the extremists he crawled 
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along the mud-walls of the hoLibcs wheic ettlremist-s were 
hiding. The assault resulted in the killing of fonr ertremists. 
One extremists was, however, able to escape, Shri Harbans 
Singh chased the extremist and shot him dead. 

In this encoLiiiiter Shri Shitla Prasad, Shri A. K, 
Narasiidra and Shri Harbans Singh displhyed conspicuous 
gallcintrv and devotion to duty,

On the 28th Jannary 1975, infoimation was received that 
a life convict who had escaped from iail v^a'S hiding with his 
associates in a house in village D.iluipur, District Nadia. 

'1 hesc desperados were also reported to be .umed with two 
rifles which they had earlier looted irom Mayapur Police 
Station, After collecting the available manpower Shri Ragfni- 
natb Karjcc, Deputy Superintendent of Police proceeded to- 
wards village Daliiipur. The Police paity was divided into 
four groups. They approached the hide-out from different 
directions. The desperados however, sensed the presence ol 
the Police party and opened fire on them. During the ex- 
change of fire one Home Gtiaid who made a desperate 
attempt to reach the house from one flank was hit by a bullcl 
and fell down. In disregard of his personal safety Shri Til 
Bahadur Tiimang who was one of the members of the Police 
party made a dash to bring back tlie injured Home Guard 
but was himself mortally hit by a bullet and fell on the 
ground, In the encounter five extremists were killed, one 
Rifle and 13 rounds of ammunition were recovered. The 
Rifle was later found to have been earlier looted from a Police 
Camp,

Shri Bhakta 
Bahadur Rai was a member of the Police p'aity. The Police 
parly, divided into four groups, made approaches to the house 
from different directions. The extremists, however, sensed 
their presence and opened fire. One Home Guard who made 
a desperate attemirt to reach the house from one flank was 
hit by a bullet and fell down. One other member of the Police 
party who tried to bring back the injured Home Guard was 
also hit by a bullet and fell. Looking to the desperate situ- 
ation Shri Bhakta Bahadur Rai crawled towaids the house 
where the de.sporados were hiding and tired two lounds fiom 
his icvolvei. In the encounter fi.vo cxtiemists were killed and 
one rifle and 13 rounds of ammunition were recovered. The 
rifle was later found to have been earlier looted from a 
Police Camp.

The 
Central Reserve Police Force contingent returned the fire, and 
ultimately, Subedar Jaimal Singh and Head Constable Abhay 
Ram were able to arrest the self-styled Major, While Ihe 
self-styled Major was os'crpowercd and held in grip bv He.id 
Constable Abhay Ram, Subedar Jaim.d Singh chased the 
other hostiles and recovered one sub-machine gun from Ihe 
fleeing hostiles.

The timely action on (he ourt ol f on.stablc Anusuya 
Piasud prevented the hostilcs from taking away the rille of 
Head Const.dsle Rameshwar Uass. The hostile shot dead 
was latei identified us a self-styled Deputy Commander who 
was wanted in a murder case of thicc police ollicers and 
earned a reward of Rs. 10,000/. on his head.
